ACTION IS UNANIMOUS 





Decision of the Louisville & 
Nashville Is Officially 
Anounced. 


The commissioner of the Buiness 
iMen’s League Traffic Bureau announced 
Wednesday afternoon, after getting ad- 
vice from the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad freight department, that all 
railroads leaving St. Louis for points 
east of the Mississippi River will here- 
after apply the miimum railway and 
Warehouse Commission's rate of 25 
cents on package-freight whenever pos- 
sible. Mr. Coyle, the commissioner, said 
the railroads have been voting on the 
proposition slowly and the L. & N. is 
the last one to agree, making the action 
unanimous. 

The new rate will apply to all points 
(under certain scheduled weights) with- 
in 150 miles from St. Louis, East, North- 
east or Southeast. 

The adoption of the Illinois Railway 
and Warehouse Commission’s minimum 
%-cent rate was optional with the rail- 
roads, 

Its adoption will pleace St. Louis 
Stores, wholesale and retail, on an even 
basis with other stores in large I)lI- 
nois cities, which have already had the 
Commission’s rate applled 150 miles from 
Chicago, enabling them to send goods 
into St. Louis territory at much less 
rates by freight, as well as with quick- 
er delivery. 

It will eliminate the prejudice against 
St. Louis as a market, that has been 
growing 20 years. It will no longer force 
wholesale orders to further away houses 
because of higher freight rates.

It was a spirit whose skirts swished 


‘It was robed in white, and had some: 


thing diaphanous over its arms, like the 
tire dancers in vaudeville. In that light 
it was only a dim blur of waving white 
against the cabinet, but all the believ- 
ers could see perfectly plainly that it 
was a spirit. 

Touched Fingers of “Maggie's Spirit.” 

“Can you tell us who you are ’’ Daw- 
son asked in an awed voice. 

For a moment there was silence. Then 
in a sepulchral whisper came the word. 
‘*Maggie.’”’ 

“Is that my Maggie,’ gasped one oi 
the believers whose. faith was such 
that he sat near the cabinet—an elde! 
ly man who spoke with a strong Ger- 
man eccent. He sprang forth, and held 
a short whispered conversation with the 
spirit, which floated timidly away, a! 
lowing him only to touch a finger tip 
After a few moments the man turned 
and spoke to the ‘‘circle.’’ 

“I want to introduce you to my Mag- 
gie,’"’ he said In a voice trembling with 
emotion.'‘She passed out in 1874, but 
she has gained strength to come back 
to me many times through Mrs. Daw- 
eon, and tonight she comes very strong. 
Yes, she comes beautiful. I a.n deej.iy 
thankful.”’ : 

The spirit floated back into the cabt- 
net, and the man, shaken with sobs, 
returned to hiS seat, his eyes so blind- 
ed with tears that he had to Be assig' ted 
into his chair. 

After that the spirits came tolerably 
fast. One named ‘Charlie’ wanted to 
see a believer named MeNally. It 
wasn't his first visit to McNally, as 
Dawson explained. “Charlie” was 
robed in black, and the only thing that 
could be discerned about him was a 
star, apparently on his breast, which 
glowed with an unnatural light, for ail 
the world as though it had been rub- 
bed with phosphorus. 

It was explained that ‘‘Charlie’’ was a 
Pinkerton detective who was killed ai 
Union, Mo. He told McNally he had ; 
premonition he was going to “pass out. 
He held the boards for some time, and 
the believers gasped at the supernal 
light of the star on his breast. 

There was another spirit who wore a 
cross that glowed in the darkness just 
like “Charlie’s” star. There was still 
another—a woman who had been burned 
to death, whose whole gown glowed in 
spots that way. She wasn't before the 

“circle’’ long, and when she disappeared 
she ‘‘dematerialized.”’ 

When a spirit at a Dawson seance 
‘‘dematerializes’’ the process is accom- 
plished by dropping on one knee and 
enfolding itseif in the cabinet curtains. 
The knees of the Dawson spirits hit 
the floor with a solid sound. 

“Marie Johnson,” “Sarah O'Brien, 
and ‘‘Mary’’ were some of a score of 
spirits materialized. All wore white 
robes and diaphanous draperies, which 
seem to be the conventional evening 
dress of the other world.

But the 
remedy is in our own hands. Put on 
tie lash for wrong doing and there is 
already a change. 
“The time was when the trader and 
merchant were ranked with the pirate, 
but as they have now become the type 
of honest citizen, so will it be in high 
finance. I say that there is a big moral 
awakening and that the time is coming 
when truth, honor and morality will be 
just as much a part of Wallstreet as 
the country village. 


Moralization of Rich. 


“The organs of public opinion have 
already done splendid service. There is 
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that he could blot out some of his past 
record, even at the expense of his mill- 
lions. The big task of the future is the 
moralization of the rich.”

AIMED AT MONEY-HOLDER 








Lack of Record Sheet in Kansas 
City Betting Booth Fatal 
to Prosecution. 





NEW JERSEY LAW GOOD 
Court Says Its Provisions 
Would Have Made Oldham’s 
Scheme an Offense. 





Attorney-General Hadley does not be- 
fieve that the bookmaking decision of 
the Missouri Supreme Court Tuesday 
will enable the bookmakers to evade the 
anti-bookmaking law passed by the 
State Legislature at its last session. 
*The Supreme Court held that bets re- 
ceived in Missouri and paid in this 
State were not against the law if they 
were sent outside the State for registra- 
tion. The Kansas City courts had fined 
Charles Oldham $500 for receiving bets 
at Elm Ridge Track and telephoning 


them to Kansas City, Kan., for regis- 
tration. The Supreme Court overruled 
the fine. 

Mr. Hadley points _to another sec- 
tion of the anti-bookmaking law which 
Was not called in question in the Old- 


ham decision and which the bookmakers | 


cannot get around by the use of a tel- 
ephone, 

It is as follows: 

“Any person who becomes the cus- 
todian or depository for hire or Priv- 
flege of any money for any purpose 
contrary to the provisions of this sec- 
tion (anti-bookmaking law) shal] be 
adjudged guilty of a felony.” -; 

Attorney-Geneggl Hadley holds that 
the Court’s opini6n is really a victory 
for the State, in that it does not de- 
clare the law unconstitutional, and in 
that it declares that an offense is 
committed when a book, instrument 
Or device is set up for the registra- 
tion of bets. 

Court Defines Issue in Case. 


After pefining minor issues raised by 
the suif; the opinion of the court pre- 
pared Judge Gantt, says: 

“But counsel for defendant and the 
State both present a proposition of law 
beyond and outside of this technical 
matter of pleading, which, after all, is 
the real question involved in this case. 
On the part of the defendant, it urged 
that this act only prohibits the register- 
ing and recording of bets in Missouri 
and the keeping of a room, booth or 
bulldigg furnished with paraphernalia 
rding and registering bets in this 
State, and with that view, it is clear, 
that the defendant resorted to the de- 
vee of receiving the offer of bets in 
Missouri and telephoning them to his 
associate in Kansas City, Kan.,.and 
having them recorded there instead of 
at the racetrack where the bets were 
made. 

“Whereas the State’s gontention is 
that the law is broad enough to punish 
the appellant for the acts committed in 
Missouri, no matter where the bets were 
recorded. Unquestionably, the laws of 
a State are for the government only of 
the persons and things within it, and 
statutes in mere general terms will be 


* @onstrued as not intended to create of- 


fenses or regulate the conduct of per- 
fons beyond its territorial limits.

handed to the bookmaker, and when tne 
race was won, this sheet would indicate, 
to the cashier or bookmaker, the amount 
won by the player. 

“According to the testimony of Mr. 
Halpin, the Chief of Detectives, no such 
book as this was kept by the defendant, 
Oldham, or his employes in his booth on 
this racetrack on May 19, 1906. The 
blackboard used.was in no sense such 
a book. * * * There was no evidence 
showing or tending to show that the 
telephone was an instrument used for 
the purpose of recording bets or wagers, 


unless it was such an instrument, then 
there was no proof “that any such in- 
strument was used by the defendant.’ 


Trick Obvious Says Court. 
“Tt may be said that the construction 
of the telephone line and the prear- 


rangement for having the bets registered 
and recorded in Kansas City, Kan., was 
a perfectly obvious trick and subterfuge 
to evade the law, and we agree with 
the counsel for the State that such was 
the obvious purpose and that the dis- 
guise was too thin, but, after all, the 
question is not whether the defendant 
has successfully evaded the statute, but 
whether he has violated it. 

“The whole conduct of the defendant 
indicates a deliberate attempt to evade 
the statute, and owing to the form of 
the statute and the peculiar language 
used we think he has succeeded. Had 
the act read like the act enacted by the 
Legislature of New Jersey in 1898, which 
provides: Any erson or corporation 
that shall habitually or otherwise buy 
or sell what is commonly known as a 
pool or any interest or share in any 
such pool, or shall make or take what 
is commonly known as a book upon the 
tgp od pacing or trotting, either with- 
in without this State, of any horse, 
mare or gelding, or shall conduct the 
practices commonly known as_ book- 
making and  poolselling, or either 
of them, or shall keep a place to which 

rsons may resort for engaging in such 
practices or either of them, or for bet- 
ting upon the event of any horse race, 
or other race or contest either within 
or outside this state, or for gambling in 
any form or aiding or abbetting or as- 
sisting therein, shall be guilty, etec., a 
conviction might have been had upon 
the facts developed in this case.

MINISTER'S. WIFE 
~ GETS A DIVORCE 


Mrs. Betsy Jernegan Freed 
From Promoter of Sea Water 
Gold Scheme, 


SHE ALLEGES DESERTION 


Last Time She Heard From 
Husband He Was Teaching 
in Manila. 


Mrs. Betsey Evelyn Jernegan was given 
a divorce Wednesday morning by Judge 
Withrow from Rev. Prescot Ford Jerne- 
gan, a Baptist minister, who, two or 
three years ago, became famous by or- 
ganizing the ‘Electrolytic Marine 
Salts Company,’ which was to carry 
out his scheme to extract gold from 
sea salt. The company was capitalized 


with 10,000,000 shares at $1 each of 
which $700,000 was actually paid in. 

Mrs. Jernegan based her suit on de- 
Ssertion and testified that they were 
married in 1892 and that when her hus- 
band left the United States in 1897 for 
Manila she went to live with her par- 
ent in Massachusetts. One year after 
his departure for the Philippines he 
came to visit her one evening and the 
next time she saw him was in Montreal, 
where they lived together for ten days, 
she testified. 

She stated that he left her again, say- 
ing that he was bound for the “Far 
West.’’ She said that her husband used 
violent language, but she could not re- 
member what it was. 

In 189%, Jernegan made known to his 
friends that while in Florida he had 
revealed to him through a dream a pro- 
cess of extracting gold from the sea 
water. Most persons did not know what 
had been a matter of knowledge to 
chemists, that sea water contains small 
quantities of gold and silver and other 
niinerals. 

For several weeks the shrewd financial] 
operations of Jernegan created the 
greatest excitement. The ease with 
which-he found followers was astonish- 
ing. He‘not only took gold out of their 
pockets, but he caused them to draw it 
out of their banks and give it to him. 
Then suddenly he disappeared. 

Later it was learned, and the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Jernegan and that of her 
brother, T. C. Finney, bore it out, that 
in January, 1904, Mrs: Jernegan received 
a letter from her husband trom Manila, 
stating that he was teaching school and 
that he intended to remain there, 

Jernegan filed an-answer to her suit, 
but disappeared and it is not known 
now where he is.

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FIX THE RESPCNSIBILITY. 

The veru.ct of the Coroner’s Jury in the Salva- 
tion Army lodging house fire case is “eriminal care- 
lessness,’ but does not fix the responsibility. 

It is plainly apparent that somebody was to blame 
for gross nevligen , if not wilful evasion of the 
law. And it is the duty of prosecuting officers to do 
what the Coroner’s jury failed to do; that is, to 
fix the responsibility, and, if tnere appears any 
offense under the law, to procecM#Phgainst the guilty 
persons. 

The evidence shows a disgraceful confusion, lack 
of energy and infirmity of purpose on the part of 
someone whose duty it was as a public officer to 
enforce compliance with the law. If proper 
spirit and sense of duty had prevailed, the responsi- 
ble persons could not have hid behind an ambiguous 
or uncertain title or a contract of lease. Someone 
is to blame. And it will be an easy matter to ascer- 
tain who it is. 

As the matter now stands the case has fallen be- 
tween two stools. Liability has not been located, 
and unless more energy and conscience are put into 
the case than have hitherto been exerted, it will 
lapse into oblivion and be forgotten. This must not 
be allowed. 

Meanwhile the public officers whose duty it is to 
procure the enforcement of the law and ordinances 
relating to fire escapes must see to it that other fire- 
traps are made safe. One holocaust is enough, espe- 
cially of the preventable sort like that of the Salva- 
tion Army lodging house,

Even a palsied old man, who falls exhausted on the 
rocks of the desert, rants as he falls and rants even more noisily as he rises 
again under the spur of John’s own ranting. A stalwart captain of the Roman 
guard, whcse first entrance was to have been marked by a cry of imperious 
command to the despised Jews muttering rebelliously, gave the cry so rantingly 
that his voice broke like a suddenly cracked megaphone. It was a long evening 
ef eyeionic vocal exercises. Herod Antipas, Fierodias, Manasseh, the Pharissee; 
Vitellius, Legate of Syria; Marcellus, his companion—all of them, Jews, Romans, 
@yrians, men, women and children, ranted; now shouting angrily, now wailing 
tearfully, now shrieking affrightedly, but always in the ranting key. One could 
hardly believe that it was the same well-poised and_ self-contained company 
whom one had seen the preceding evening in “Jeanne d’Arc.”’ 

And, strangely enough when one remembers the possibilities of the theme, 
never did Suderman make that response in his lines which would have shown 
that he felt the poetic appeal of his story. Save in their declamatory force, 
they were astonishingly colorless and commonplace—the sort of lines any writ- 
er of cheap melodrama might have written in the hasty building of a big and 
spectacular ‘John the Baptist” for the vociferous entertainment of the multi- 
tudes. I do not know if this is the fault of the translater, but I am disposed 
to absolve him of sin in the matter, for I feel that, even -under the crudest 
treatment, some of the original inspiration would have remained—if there had 
been any original inspiration. The whole thing looks to me like the work of a 
man who, great as he proved himself to be in ‘‘Magda,’’ was temperamentally 
dead to the demands of such a story as that of John the Forerunner. 

Largely because of this fact, and because ruggedness and a certain grim 
masterfulness of temper are foreign to him, Mr. Sothern failed to be convinc- 
ing as John. He came very near looking the part, a rude, wildly-bearded, flash- 
ing-eyed Prophet, with the stamp of desert solitude on his face, but nature has 
not given him the tempestuous spirit necessary for such parts—and nature tri- 
umphed last night. Every time Mr. Sothern plays John the Baptist it will be 


a case of just that much wasted endeavor, and he {s too good a player to waste

Dost thou spurn’ me—me—Salome, the 
daughter of Heradias—the daughter of kings?’’—it was in very reality the cry 
of mortally offended feminine pride and balked passion, shaking the soul by its 
truthfulness to the evil that lay in Salome’s inmost self. And in the play’s su- 
preme climax,-when John is brought before Herod to receive the sentence of 
death begged from the Tetrarch by the revengeful Salome, and she confronts 
him, saying—‘‘Knowest thou now how powerful I am? Beg me! Beg me!’’— 
the words rang with true dramatic fire, not loudly, not strainingly, but as if 
swept from her by an irresistibly vengeful joy. Only the moment preceding 
Bhe had danced before Herod her sensuous “dance of the seven veils,” casting 
off from her soft and tempting body veil after veil of the clinging fabrics that 
enveloped it until, at the last, she rushed forward and knelt at Herod’s feet as 
if in physical surrender, her eyes swimming, her lips parted, her face flushed— 
and this death sentence for the Baptist was her reward.
